854 feet in altitude and the high¬ 
est peak in the Ramparts Range 
of Jasper National Park, along the 
main line of the Canadian National 
Railways. The party, composed of 
Cyril Wates, of Edmonton, Mal¬ 
colm D. Geddes, of Calgary, and 
Val. E. Fynn, of St. Louis, made 
their first ascent of Barbican Peak 
on July 12, and finding the passage 
too difficult there decided to return 
and attempt the southeast side, 
which route had been unsuccess¬ 
fully attempted in 1922 by Mr. 
Wates and Dr. Bulvea, of Edmon¬ 
ton. In that year Yates and Bul- 
yea got within 300 feet of the sum¬ 
mit when they were compelled to 
turn back.

Other parties are attempting to 
climb Mount Geikie this summer, 
but the honor of first reaching the 
summit must go to Wates, who has 
just successfully completed his 
third attempt.
